DECISION ACCORDING STATUS 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.47 (a) 
AND REQUIREMENT FOR 
SUPPLEMENTAL DECLARATION 



This is in response to the ''Petition Under 37. CFR 1.47(a) and 
1.42,'' filed March 5, 1997.. 

The petition is granted . 

The above-identified application was filed on November 22, 
1996 with an unexecuted declaration. 

On January 31, 1997, Initial Patent Examination Division sent 
a "Notice to File Missing Parts of Application" requiring an 
oath or declaration signed by the legal representative of the 
deceased inventor and a surcharge. 

In response, on March 5, 1997, applicant filed the instant 
petition. The petition included a "Declaration on' Behalf of 
Deceased Inventor" signed by joint inventors DuRee, Gardner, 
Wiley, and Nelson, proof of authority of Joseph S. Christie 
and Jean M. Christie in compliance with 37 CFR 1.44 (Exhibit 
A) and proof of refusal of the legal representatives (the 
declaration of facts of Jay B. Beatty and the Express 
Refusal, Exhibit D) . Furthermore, the petition set forth the 
last known address of the legal representatives and included 
the petition fee. 

The above-identified application and papers have been 
reviewed and found in compliance with 37 CFR 1.47(a) . This 
application is hereby accorded Rule 1.47(a) status . 

As provided in Rule 1.47(a), this Office will forward notice - 
of this application's filing to non-signing legal 
representatives, Joseph S. Christie and Jean M. Christie, at 
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the address given in the petition. Notice of the filing of 
this application will also be published in the Official 
(Sazette. 

However, the declaration signed by the joint inventors is not 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1.63 and 1.64 since the proper 
party to file the application on behalf of the deceased 
inventor was his legal representative. 35 U.S.C. § 117. 
Since the statute permits the legal representative to file on 
behalf of the deceased inventor and since the legal 
representative has refused to join the application, the joint 
inventors should sign the declaration for patent application 
on behalf of the legal representatives. See Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure, Section 409.03(c). Petitioner may wish 
to modify the "Declaration and Power of Attorney" to state: 
"Inventor (1) Joseph Michael Christie (deceased), late a 

citizen of the United States and resident of ^ _/ Legal 

Representatives, Joseph S. Christie and Jean Mr. Christie, 
both citizens of the United States and residents of Mt. 
Pleasant, PA." The supplemental declaration should identify 
the application number or serial number and filing date of 
the application. Furthermore, the "Declaration on Behalf of 
Deceased Inventor" should be changed to "Declaration on 
Behalf of Deceased Inventor's Legal Representatives" and in 
line 5 thereof "Christie" should be changed to —Christie's 
legal representatives Joseph S. Christie and Jean M. 
Christie—. A supplemental oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.63 and 1.64, as set fortli above, is REQUIRED _ 
before issuance of the application as a patent or any earlier 
time required by the examiner. 

It is noted that the "Power of Attorney by Assignee," filed 
March 3, 1997, does not comply with 37 CFR 3.73 and is 
therefore not acceptable. 

After mailing of this decision, the application will be 
forwarded to Examining Group 2600 for further processing.
